IH E Editor of this Fourth Volume

ties, than themſelves : eſpecially in their late 
Book, intitled, Miſcellanies, The laſt Volume; 
wherein they run Riot upon, cenſure and 
abuſe every other Author, of any Note, who 
has wrote, of late Years, in the Poetical and 
Polite Way : Diſcharging their Venom the 
moſt violently againſt Mr. Add/on, tho, uni.

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werſally confeſs d, The greateſt Genius, and leſt 
N riter of his Age. | 

That Miſcellany, indeed, is an unparallel}d 
Collection of Il. nature, Tnſolence, Self-ſufft- 
ciency, Malice, Envy, and Calumny, beſides 
;down-right Ribaldry and Low Life; and the 
"Authors of it cannot but expect that Mankind 
will reſent it, and that they will hear of Re- 
taliations as long as they live; as is done, 
almoſt every Day, at this Time. 

I ſhall criticiſe on this Volume, at the End 
of this Preface, and ſhall only venture to af- 
firm, in the mean time, that this Volume 
ſtands alone, and is not to be parallell'd for its 
audacious and unnatural Bizarrerie, and for its 
unſupportable Outrage on all the Poets of our 
Times. 

We read of Variety of Paper-Wars amongſt 
learned and ingenious Men, and we find that 
in the Courſe of their Altercations and Diſ- 
putes, they uſe hard Words, and throw bitter 
Language at one another ; but then it is by 
degrees, it is from Paragraph to Paragraph, 
and from Book to Book, that they riſe to their 
Heights of Paſſion and Abuſe : But what ag- 
gravates the Crime of our preſent Momus's 
and Detractors, is, that they have thrown their 
Dirt, and foot their Bolt, unprovok'd, and 
in cool Blood. 

Nor does it leſſen their Guilt, that they 
themſelves were ſuffer'd, in Quiet, to hammer 
out Heroics, to coin little Lyricks, to invent 
Hiſtories, to tell Tales, — to laviſh away 
wy Buffoonery, in an hundred nen, and 

that 
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that we received theſe their innocent Lines 
de Joie with good Humour, and ſome Favour, 
whenever theſe two teeming Gentlemen were 


YN dilpos d to give themſelves Vent. 


But this Indulgence could not content ent : 
The diſtinct Portion of Reputation for Wit 
and Poetry, which fell to each of them apart, 
was not ſufficient to ſatisfy their joint Vanity 
and Vain-glory ; No! They would Club their 
Wit, and put their Heads, and their Hands, 
and their Works together, to raiſe one Com-. 

mon Temple of Fame, that there they . might 
ſtand together like Caſtor and Pollux, the Twin 
Jaols of this imaginary poetick Dome. 

And yet, neither was this ſufficient : No! 
That they might aſcertain all Poctick Honours 
to themſelves, they would not ſuffer any one 
Prieſt of Apollo to officiate in a ſeparate Con- 


gregation, without ſtiling him Schiſmatick and 


Heretic, and excommunicating him to Grub- 


ſtreet. And laſtly, to be ſecure of having this 


prepenſe Idolatry paid them, they ſet them- 
ſelves, with all their Main and Might, to over- 
throw and demoliſh every Altar and Shrine 
that had been erected in Honour of any Con. 
temporary Bard, reſolving not to leave one 
Stone upon another; and working with par- 
ticular Virulence at every fair Pillar rais d 
to Mr. Addiſon's Glory, becauſe he had lately 
laid the only Corner Stone, in theſe Kingdoms, 


whereon to Build Fanes and Palaces for We 
and the Muſes, 


But, 
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But, is it not hard- or what is it? that 
while theſe * Foznt- Authors were ſuffered with 
Indulgence always (tho not always with Ap- 
probation) to print or publiſh whatever their 
Whim or Vanity prompted them to; and 
that, while they went on, unmoleſted, to reap 
yall: the Profit and Credit from their Lucubra- 
tions. which they could by any means procure, 
that, nevertheleſs, theſe Two ſingular People 
ſhould ſo outwit themſelves, and ſhould fall 
into ſuch a common Frenzy of Self-Conceit, as 
necdleſly to inſult other Writers, to - deſpiſe 
them, to bid Defiance to them, and, of Con- 
ſequence, to raiſe a Paper-War between theme 
ſelves and @ whole Army of Authors : And not 
only to diſturb all the Living Writers in their 
_ Cloſets, but not to ſuffer Defunt? Authors, not 
to let the Dead Proprietors of Parnaſſus, 8585 
at reſt in their Graves? | 

For my Part, let theſe Dualiſts be never 
ſo hardy and fearleſs, I expe every Moment 
to hear and ſee Shadzwe!l's and Settle's Ghoſts, 
hawking and ſtalking along the Streets; nor 
do I know what may be the Iſſue of the fe// 
Tre of the living Dennis: But, ſhould the 
Laureat lay aſide his Hat, put on his conſider- 

ing Cap, broach his Butt of Sack, and ſit down, 
and thinb, and write at them, the Lilliputian 
Captain would be annihilated, no doubt, and 
the Pope of Twickenham ſent to the Devil. 

It is worth enquiring now, whether the 
Peaſure which this Couple of Fame and Fortune- 
hunters have found in indulging their Spleen 
and Malice in this au rd Compoſition ; and 

whether 
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X. whether the Expectation of raiſing their own 
Credit and Eſteem, as Wits and Poets, on the 
Ruin of all the Labours and Works 'of their 
Fellow-Writers, will be anſwer'd by this Per- 
formance. I believe not. 

For I cannot but think, that when Men take 
ſuch unlawful and extravagant Methods to be 
thought well of, that the Wiſe and Wenuns | 
will both ſuſpe& and deſpiſe them. 

But what raiſes my Admiration moſt of all | 
is, That Conſonancy of malevolent T hinkmg, and 
That uniform, ſcurrilous Caſt of Mind, that this 

Pair of Writers are poſſeſſed withal; for, if 
their Books did not convince me of the con- 
trary, I could not believe the ſame Way * | 
them both, in this Matter. 

W 's Religion, indeed, allows him to 
demoliſh Hereticks, not only with his Pen, 
but with Fire and Sword; and ſuch were all 
thoſe unhappy Wits and Poets, who were ſa- 
crificed to his accurſed Pops ſp Principles but 
then Gulliuers Religion forbids him to act thus 

inhumanly and barbarouſly againſt a Fellow- 
Creature and Brother; and his Profeſſion ſhould 
be ſill a greater Reſtraint upon him, and ſhould 
teach him to DENY HIMSELF, and not to 
INDULGE, as he does, in Banter, Pun, Ridicule, 
Buffoonery, Bawdry, Scandal, and Reviling, 
nor to Feaſt on them, without ever keeping a

diſagreeable and outragious, often, to others.

Hands of the Careleſs and Incurious, but by 
this means; and, laſtly, there may be a Number 
of Pieces printed here, which though one had 
ſeen or read before, may yet be loſt or for- 
gotten, and might never be recovered again, 
though never ſo much wanted, but for this 
thorough Collection of all, that can be found, 
and is worth preſerving. | : 
As to thoſe Things which have been for- 
merly publiſh'd, concerning theſe two Gentle- 
men, by other Writers, I-ſhall inſert none, 
| ; * 
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but what have been generally well received, and 
it is hoped, that whatever appears entirely new 
in this Miſcellany, will give Satisfaction; great 
Care being taken, that nothing Low or Poor 
ſhould creep into it, or what is not very well 
ſuited to the Air, Spirit or Genius of the whole. 
And now, without Ceremony, or the 571 
Apology for Freedoms, or any thing elſe, 
take my leave at preſent of this Caſt of Haut- 
like Writers, who having prey'd ſo long, and 
ſtruck their Talons ſo deep, into All, of their 
own Feather d Kind, muſt expect that whole 
Aviaries of Quills will be let fly at them; that 
their very Zyes will be pick d out; and that it 
is well, if they eſcape with their Lives.

it: And then, as he has not printed any thing 
either Eloquent or Rhetorical, fo it is ſlill as 
remarkable, that he never pretended even to 
aim at Oratory, or to touch on the Juadela, in 
the Pulbit. 
3. The Captain himſelf has taken ſome 
W Pains, to ſhew that he is no deep Divine: And 
as to Mathbematicks, it doth not come at all 
into our Queſtion; he is not ſuſpected, to have 
paſs'd any one dull Hour, of all his Life, in 
W 4/2ebra's Company. Nor, laſtly, are Law or 
It it Pbyſic under our Conſideration. 
To what C/affis then, I ſay, of Writers, to re-

8 Revolution in the Years 1712, 1713, 1714, 
1715, Cc. and theſe Things fitted him for 
the Office of an Hackney-Politician, and his 
Public Papers did the Party Service, without

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If you'll believe himſelf, he is the beft 
Gardiner in the Three Kingdoms. I know 
that the Captain is a tolerable Fockey, 

e is a good Punſter too, underſtands Geopra- 
phy, and knows a little of Navigation. He is 
not one bit of a Farmer; but then he is a mere 
Adept at Imports and Exports, at Manufacture, 
Commodity and the Terms of Trade; under- 
derſtanding the Latin and French Languages 
tolerably well, and a little of the Greek: But 
what is all this, to the true Art of Writing well?

How Gulliver's Parents finding they 
could do no Good with him, reſolved to breed 
him to the Sea; and put him. under an eminent 
Mathematician, to learn the Art of Navigation, 
wherein he made ſo little Proficiency, that he never 
could be brought, by any Means, ſo much as 
to ſay the Mariners Compaſs, which is the true 
Reaſon of his unconquerable Averſion to the 
Mathematicks ever ſince. How, notwithſtand» 
ing his Want of Knowledge, he yet had the Im- 
pudence to ſet up for an Able Sailor; and uſed to 
boaſt much of his Courage and Dexterity in the 
Time of a Storm. An Account of ſome of his

How Gulliver grew acquainted with three 
famous Brothers, and Owners of Ships, Peter, 
Martin and Jack; and by frequent converſing 
among them, contracted all their ill Qualities, and 
none of their good ones ; was lewdly given like 
Peter; ſtiff and poſitive, like Martin; and hair- 
brain'd and capricious, like Fack.

This Manner of Writing, has been judg'd un- 
fit for a Clergyman ; but Cenſure is what a Man 
owes the Publick for being Eminent ; ſo I am in- 
different enough what they ſay of me: But, how- 
ever, I would have them take Care how they pro- 
voke me, for I am not only a Clergyman, but a 
Critick, and Examiner ; as ſuch, I have the Liberty 
to find out the Weak Side of Religion, as well as 
Politicks and Poetry.

I know your Highneſs is fond of Information, 
and poſſibſy may not be diſpleas'd, if I mention 
the Qualifications that are requir'd in each of theſe 
Characters, and what Ingredients go to make, re- 
ſpectively, a Critick, an Examiner, and Clergyman, 
as well as they regard my ſelf as others; for there 
are more Criticks, more Examiners, and more 
Clergymen in the World than I. And each cf 
theſe poſſeſſes one of the Characters in its full Ex. 
tent, but none, (I may fay without Vanity) fil 
them up all with fo great Abilities as myſelf. To 
begin then; © V 
A Critick is an Animal that is wonderfully de- 
lighted with Sins: A Perfume gives him the 
Vapours ; for which Reaſon he's always to be found 
in a Fakes, raking amongſt Excrements, from 
whence he has contracted ſach an ill Habit of 
Body, that he infects every Thing that he comes 
near. At his firſt Setting up, he mnſt be hand- 
ſomely ſtor'd with I Nature; and before he can 
be juſtly ſtil'd a True Critick, It will coſt him all 
the good Qualities of his Mind. His chief Work 
is to find Fault, and in this he is ſo much delighted, 
that his Friends, his Religion, and his Cod, (if he 
has any) are all ſacrificed to that ſingle Pleaſure. 
But to proceed, [Be 
An Examiner is a Creature of Power, a Spaniel 
that Fetches and Carries at the Command of his 
Maſter. He has a great many Qualities in com- 
mon with the Critick, and particularly, in the 
Object of his Smelling, with this Difference, that 
the Critick is oblig'd to ſearch for Stinks ; whereas

I can prove, that in Virtue we -are cheated with 
the Appearance only, I think the Oppoſition 
nay, even the Diſtinction, ought to ceaſe; I ſhall 
therefore conſider Virtue thus defin'd. Virtue is 
an eſſential Good, by which all the Affections in the 
Poſſeſſor tend to the Good of the Publick, without 
ſuffering any ſelfiſh Conſideration, excluſive of the 
Publick, to interfere. 

According to this Definition, all private Intereſt 
excluded; my Buſineſs is, at preſent, to prove, 
That there's nothing which is call'd Virtue, as 
practis d in the World, but proceeds from that 


very Source, which is oppoſite to the Being of 


Virtue, I mean from Self-intereſt, or a perſonal 
Regard. 

If we conſider Juſtice in .the ſeveral Stations of 
Men, we ſhall find, that even her Ballance is on 
the Side of Self-intereſt, Shall we go to the firſt 
Rank of Men, the Princes ? We ſec that human 
Policy is the ſole Occaſion, and that they diſtribute 
Tuſtice among their People, purely for their own 

O 2 Sake 
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Sake and Quiet. If we regard them, in relation 
ro others of their own Rank, we ſhall find that 
perſonal Regard has there a great Share in their 
Actions; and though there may be ſeemingly a 
Diſintereſt, yet that has proceded from an imme- 
diate Deſire of Fame; and the Epithets of Great, 
Magnificent, and the like, have proceeded from 
the ſame Source as the Affectation of being ſtil'd, 
the Fuſft. Let us proceed to Magiſtrates ; and 
Intereſt there is evidently apparent: A Magiſtrate 
depends upon his Reputation, and a Puny Judge 
that is cenſur'd for Corruption, is expos'd too 
much, to hope for Preferment ; this renders him 
circumſpect; for when he knows the Character 
of being Fuft lays the Way open to his Preferment, 
his Intereſt interferes : And notwithſtanding his 
natural Propenſity leads him to be Partial, yet he 
has farther Views, and his Intereſt prompts him to 
be Juſt. Shall we examine the private Dealings 
between Man and Man? Juſtice there is the 
Effect of Cunning: A Man branded with the 
Character of being Diſboneft, can have no Credit 
in the World ; he's pointed at through the Streets; 


and ſo diſtinguiſhed, that no Body cares to truſt} 


or even converſe with him. This makes Men 
Honeſt and Juſt, even in their own Defence, and 
has been the principal Motive that induc'd me to 
pay my Debts. | | Tl 

As to Fortitude, I have no Notion of it; the 
bearing of Injuries is what I can't comprehend. 
There are three Ways for a Man to revenge 
himſelf, either to deſpiſe the Injury ; to retum 
the like; or to endeavour to avoid it. The fil 
is generally pretended to, the latter impoſſible,

Has not the Preſervation of Life, the Hopes 
of Health, or the ſaving of their Money, ſome 
Influence on our over-boaſting Men of Tem- 
perance? | 
The Preſervation of Life is fo implanted in our 
Natures, that ſome Men, in the midſt of the moſt 
torturing Agonies, make their utmoſt Endeavours 
for the Continuance of it, though one might think 
their Pains would make Death the moſt defirable. 
Why then ſhould it be ſurprizing, that Men, from 
the Defire of long Life, ſhould be Temperate? 
Your Bon Jivants are generally heedleſs, ſhort- 
vd Fellows: It's * that the moſt con- 
ſderate Part of Mankind declare for Temperance, 
and they find the Benefit, not only on the account 
of long Life, but likewiſe in the Enjoyment of it, 
without Pain; to which they are generally ex- 
pos d, who lead an irregular or debauch'd Life. 
Others are Sober and Temperate, from other Mo- 
tives, ſuch as Avarice, c. but none of theſe have 
any Influence on me; my greateſt Happineſs is in 
the Enjoyment of the —_ Minute Give me 
ny Bottle, I prefer that to the Exerciſe of a Virtue, 
which the World miſtakes, ſince it generally

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proceeds either from Intereſt, Neceſſity, or Con- 
ſtitution. | a 

Prudence comes next under Conſideration; and 
if we'll believe what we have heard of it, we ſhall 
find it repreſented as the Soul of Juſtice, Fortitude 
and Temperance, which guides them, gives them 
Life, and raiſes them to the Degree of Virtues, 

'This would be true, if the End propos'd was 
gain'd ; but the Cheat lies, that the ancient Philo- 
ſophers, as well as we, have been miſtaken, and 
fancy'd that Prudence lay in the Heart, when 
effectually it reached no deeper than the Imagina- 
tion : e 1 follow'd the Characters of Juſt 
or Temperate ; and this generally was the Incite- 
ment which mov'd People to be eſteem'd ſo: 
Their Prudence therefore chiefly conſiſted in their 
Vanity, for their Actions always mov'd on that 
Foundation, and their Prudence tended to acquit 
themſelves exactly of what they pretended to. 

It was Prudence, in a Man profeſſing Juſtice, 
not to be ſeen in Company with a noted Oppreſſor; 
or in a Man of Temperance to avoid being at a 
Tavern among Rakes. A Divine that ſets, up for 
Prudence, ought not to herd with Atheiſts, or 
write any thing Licentious or Diſſolute, on {0 
ſerious and ſolemn a Subject as Religion. Their 
Intereſt obliges them to be true to the Character 
they aſſume ; and this, or their Ambition, is the 
true Spring of their Prudence. | 

I ſhan't ſay much of Chaſtity, the very Laws 
of Nature enforcing the contrary. There may be 
ſuch a Thing as Chaſtity, but I believe, if we 
were to ſearch for it, it would be only found 
amongſt the Old, the Impotent, or Men of cold 
Conſtitutions: In ſuch it ceaſes to be a Virtue. 
And if it is pretended to by Perſons in their ful

JF Come now to the laſt moral Eſſay defign'd for 
1 this Volume, and which worthily deſerves a 
Place by itſelf, nothing making a greater Noiſe, 
and having a leſs Being in the World than Friend- 
ſhip : Should we trace it to its Original, and turn 
back to Antiquity for Examples, we ſhall find it ſo 
rare, that even all Hiſtory does not furniſh us

that there is ſome. Reaſon to ſuſpect their Truth, 
at leaſt, that thoſèe Friendſhips were not ſo exalted 
as they are now repreſented. We have a Proverb, 
That à Story loſes nothing in the Telling; for which 
Reaſon I ſuſpect, that Pylades and Oreſtes, as wel 
as Pythias and Damon, were two ſeeming honeſt 
Fellows that were frequently together, and from 
thence they were concluded to be Friends. The 
offering to die for one another, perhaps, was a 


drunken Frolick, or but a Bravado at beſt. Be- ¶ juſt 
ſides, who knows in what Circumſtances thele MW throz 
Gentlemen were in at their friendly Conteſt ? Sup- MW than 
poſe Oreſtes to be Pox'd, and Pylades to have a imm. 
violent Fit of the Stone, would it not be an Eaſe Frier 
for either of them to have dy'd ? And did . Effed 
their 
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their Friendſhip furniſh them with a glorious Pre- 
tence ? There is no judging of Tales of ſuch Date: 
The Actions are commonly repreſented in the moſt 
advantagious Light; but we are in the Dark as to 
the Moti ves and Incentives. Let us conſider then, 
Friendſhip as it's now practis' d, and, I believe, it's 
much the ſame as it was a 'Thouſand or Two Years 
ago. The Idea of it was always great and pleaſing 


in the Imagination. It did well enough in the 


Theory, but made a ſcurvy Figure in the Practice: 
The Reaſon is, that Self is generally concern d; 
and that dear thing, Self, commonly ſurmounts 
the Virtue, however Great and Heroic in Appear- 
ance; not but there is ſuch a Thing as ſeeming 
Friendſhip in the World, and we have ſeen Men 
frequently quarrel for their Friends, even when 
they were abſent ; but in theſe Quarrels, Self is the 


chief. We miſtake our Choler for our Friendſhip; - 


and our own Paſſions are excited and provoked 
under that ſpecious Name. It's .affronting our 
Judgment, to abuſe the Man whom we call our 
Friend; and out of Puncto to our own Character 
we defend his. Thus the gratifying of our Paſſion 


is heighten d to a Virtue, and the Effect of Temper 


miſtaken for that of Friendſhip. | 
If we take a Survey of it through the ſeveral 
Claſſes of Men, we ſhall find it much the ſame: 


In Men of the lower Rank, it's Intereſt, Con- 


venience, \&9c. In Men of more exalted Stations, 
it's Intereſt too. The Trader profeſſes Friendſhip 
to his Correſpondent ; why? Becauſe he's uſeful, 
therefore he's his very good Friend; and he is 
juſt ſo much fo, as he is uſeful, no more z 
throw but a Grain of Profit into the Scale more 


than the Friendſhip is worth, and the Ballance 


immediately „ee on tlie ſide of Intereſt. The 
Friendſhip of the Great, though the ſame in 
Effect, is traffic d after another Manner; Party 
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is the great Cement; but even that won't hold, 
when perſonal” Intereſt comes to be concern'd: 
At Court, Kiſing goes by Fawour; and Places are 
got through the means of the Miniſters. A great 
Man in Power ſays, My Lord, ſuch-a-one's my Friend, 
and muſt have a Place. Why? There's a Vote 
in the Houle ;'a great Point to be-carry'd ; and 
my Lord's a leading Man: Is he deny'd the Phace 
that he pretends to, his Friendſhip cools, and he 
pauſes on the Debate ; bur whilſt Profit is in View, 
his Intereſt and Friendſhip are at the Miniſter's 
Service. 7 6 . ' wh 42 +; | 
Thus Friendſhip among the Great, is an Tnter- 
courſe of Services; a Traffick of Benefits, which 
riſes or falls according to the Degree of the Ob- 
ligation. ee 
In Caſes of leſs Conſequence, we find Friendſhip 
often the Occaſion of Mirth. There's no Word 
made more uſe of than Friend, amongſt what you 
call your Honeſ# Fellows, and Bottle Companions, 
and nothing abus'd more than that Name. How 
many Reputations have been facrific'd under that 
Pretenſion, purely on the account of a Jeſt? A 
ſneering Wag, fraught with Scandal, begins his 
Story, generally, with, My Friend ſuch-a-ons. And 
after having introduc'd him under that ſpecious 
Name, wounds his Character more than a profeſt 
Enemy could do. | 
'The Friendſhip of Authors, or Men of Wit, is 
no leſs a 'Trade than among the reſt of Mankind : 
Commendatory Verſes from a Friend, expect com- 
—_— . to a Friend in return. They 
deal on th&Footing of the Two Gladiators, and 
give it under one another's Hands, that they are 
Brave Fellows, If they miſs of that, Panegyrick 
ſowres, and turns into Satire: And the Good- 
natur'd Friend often ends in the Ill natur'd Critick. 
Nor is Neglect the only Cauſe of Breach of Friend- 
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ſhip between Authors, thoſe Gentlemen are often 
very much {ubject to Spleen and Envy; no won- 
der then that with them, a Man forfeits their 
friendſhip, by gaining a Reputation in the World; 
eſpecially if that Reputation any way interferes, 
and is eſteem'd ſuperior to their own. : 

If Examples were neceſſary, I could - inſtance 
Numbers of my 'Co-temporaries, who from 


Friends have chang'd into Criticks and Enemies, 


and that too without any Provocation, but purely 
for Vanity or Spleen. The Heart of Man is a 
Labyrinth, to which none but the Owner has the 
Clue; Nay, ſometimes even he is puzzled in 
racing it backwards, ſo intricate are the Mazes 
from whence the Source of. Action proceeds. 
However, this is certain, that a Man can give the 
beſt Account of himſelf; and, if he will be ſo 
ingenuous, can reconcile 'T hings, which to the 
World ſeem Paradoxes and Contradictions. | 
It's therefore that I intend to bring my ſelf for 


an Example: And in two notable Inſtances, where- 


in I have been concern'd, lay open the Friendſhip 


of Authors, at leaſt ſuch Friendſhip as I have - 


ſhewn to two Men whom the World eſteem'd 
Excellent, and were formerly. call'd by me, my 
very good. Friends. | 

The Honourable and Learned Mr. Boyle, is the 
firſt I ſhall mention: He was eſteem'd the Mæcenas 
of this Iſland : The great Encourager of Arts and 
Sciences ; a Favourer and Friend of the Muſes, 
for he himſelf was one; a Champion for Piety 
and the Chriſtian Religion, both by his Writings 
and Example ; and, in every Thing, one of the 


greateſt Genius's, and beſt Men of the Age. 80 


many ſhining Qualities ſeem'd to eclipſe my Repu- 
tation, and gave me the Spleen. But I was at a 
Loſs how to leſſen his Merit; I had formerly calFd 
him my Friend ; had received Favours from him ; 
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and, in ſome of my Writings, given him thoſe 
Commendations which I could not retract openly 
without giving myſelf the Lye, and appearing 1 
Monſter of Ingratitude and Inſincerity. I, with 
Regret, remember d, what a bright Figure he 
made in one of my Treatiſes: How I had cloath d 
him with Armour given him by all the Gods; and 
had made him the Hero of the Ancients, to 
dompt thoſe two formidable Moderns, B—t—y 
and W——tit——n. Afﬀter this, to attack him 
openly, it would have been Indiſcretion, and | 
ſhould have expos'd myſelf. Beſides, I knew him 
to be as much an Over-match for me in Learning 
as in Probity: I therefore took the humourous 
Part on me, and, in ridicule of his Divine Medita. 
tions, I wrote a Meditation on a Broom-ſtick. . This 
was done behind the Curtain; and I had the 
pleaſure to ſee thoſe Writings that were ſo univer- 
fally applauded, leſſen in the Eſteem of all the 
libertine Wits about Town. Why ſhould he em- 
ploy his Wit and Learning in the Service of Reli- 
gion and Piety ? Could he not have join'd with 
me in laughing them out of the World, and re- 
moving thoſe Prejudices which can ſcarce be era- 
dicated, even by my Writings ? If he would have 
done this, I might have continued my Friendſhip; 
but fince he would not, he gave me an Opportu- 
nity to leſſen his Credit, and at the ſame Time to 
indulge my natural Propenſity to Satire on Religion; 
what could be more ſo, than to put a Broom-ſtick 

on a Level with his moſt exalted Meditations. 
Merit, like Honour, the more it's divided, is 
the leſs taken Notice of: For which Reaſon, every 
Man that regards his own Intereſt, and would 
make a Figure in the World, muſt have a ſtrict 
Watch on the Performances of his Cotemporarics. 
A Rival in Fame is the moſt dangerous of all 
Rivals; for when the Gipſey grows once a” 
| ſhes 
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GULLIFERITAENS nog 
he's ever babbling the Praiſes of her Paramour 
he's a true Woman; there's no ſtopping of her 
Clack, but if ſhe's ever filent, it's not from Per- 
ſuaſion, but her natural Inconſtancy. The beſt 
way to keep her, is by prejudicing her to others; 
for ſet her once on Detraction, and then ſhe'll be 
as laviſh of Scandal as at other times ſhe is of 


Praiſe. If, therefore, a Man has not Merit 


enough to appear the moſt ſhining Example, his 
beſt Method is to throw Dirt on others, whoſe 
pretenſions interfere with his, and if the Filth 
once ſticks, their Reputation tarniſhes of Courſe. 
This, however, is beſt done unprovided and 
unawares; for when it's diſcover'd from whence 
the Ordure came, the Aggreſſor lays himſelf too 
open to the like Uſage. 'The Name of Friend, in 
ſuch Caſes, is of ſignal Service, and here it is 
only that Friendſhip, or the Pretence of it, is valu- 
able: A Man who believes you his Friend, is 
quite unguarded, and never ſuſpects an Attack from 
your Quarter ; his Boſom is open to you ; and 
when he finds himſelf touch'd, it's odds but you. 
are called into the Conſultation : You wound him 
as you pleaſe, and ſuffer him only to apply ſuch 
Remedies as you think adviſable. © After this 
Manner, I a&ed with Mr. Steele, (which is the 
ſecond Inſtance I promis'd): And tho' at laſt he 
has diſcover'd me to be his Enemy, yet I led him 
into ſo many Steps of Ruin, whilſt he was my 
Friend, that it's now impoſſible for him'to extri- 


cate himſelf. My Reputation now riſes ſuperiour 


to his, and is quite of a different Nature; ſo that 
theName of Friend is of no further Uſe, and I can. 
trample on him, with a better Grace, as a declar'd 
Enemy. | 
When he firſt undertook the Province of Tatler, 
I was his conſtant Companion and Friend, and was 
then willing to contribute ſomething to the carry- 
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ing on that Work, for Dick's Advantage, but not 
without ſome perſonal Regard ; and, beſides this, 
I was the more inclin'd to do it, becauſe the moſt 
celebrated Wits in the Kingdom were engag'd in the 
Undertaking, and I was unwilling to be left out 
of the Number. Things ſtanding thus, I equippd 
him with a * Name, and now and then, as I hap. 
pen'd to be in Humour, ſent him a Morning's En- 
tertainment for the Town. But his Reputation 
growing greater than J at firſt deſign d him, I ſe. 
cretly meditated his Undoing: 'The Method was 
ealy; I knew his open and eaſy 'Temper ; his 
Honeſty in Principles ; and how eaſy he might be 
led into a Party-wrangle, which could not fail to 
render him obnoxious to ſome, and, of courſe, 
leſſen his Reputation. i pa | 
'The Party-Quarrels had not, as yet, any In- 
fluence on the Town's Opinion of the Tatlers; 
they were ſtill read, and ſtill admir'd ; both Whig 
and Tories join'd in the Applauſe, and Dzck Steele 
was eſteem'd by every Body, a merry, diverting 
and witty Fellow. I knew the ſure Way to take 
him down from this Pinacle of Reputation, was 
by engaging him in a Party; and not having 
then declared my ſelf, I eaſily betray d Dick into 
it, under the Notion of doing Good: And I advisd 
him to the publiſhing that Letter from Dons the 
Prompter, which was the Beginning of his Ruin, 
though I here declare, I did not write it: From 
that Time he began to decline from his exalted 
Character; he had ſour'd all his Tory Readers, 
and they began to leſſen his Reputation, It 
dwindled, as I wiſh'd, by degrees, and at laſt, 1 
had the Satisfaction to hear all his Performances

Having now ſufficiently diſcuſs'd the Friendſhip 
of Authors, I come to the Friendſhip betwixt the 
Patron and his Client; which is the laſt that I ſhall 
examine, and ſo cloſe this Efſlay. 
Friendſhip between a great Man and his De- 
pendant, can't properly be call'd ſo, becaule of 
the vaſt Diſproportion in Degree, which prevents 
mutual Benefits: But fince there's nothing more 
frequent” in Mens Mouths, than to boaſt that a 
great Man is their Friend ; and likewiſe for my 
Lord to declare, He's ſuch a Man's Friend, and 
will ſerve him ; let us fee what kind of Friend- 
ſhip is between them. The Dependant's Friend- 
ſhip is Intereſt :. He attends his Patron on all Oc- 
caſions; nay, perhaps, expoſes and hazards his 
Life in his Service; but it's 3 that's the main 
Spring to this: My Lord has the Ear of his Prince, 
and Preferment comes thro' his Channel : It's this 
that makes him follow'd, and courted, and engages 
him Numbers of Friends, not out of Attachment 
to his Perſon, but to the Benefits that he can be- 
ſtow: See him diveſted of Power, the Court 
vaniſhes ; and nothing remains of the paſt Atten- 
dance and Friendſhip, but the Remembrance.

Many great Genius's lie buried in Ruſt, for 
want of Exerciſe and Uſe, which if furbiſh'd up, 
would make a bright Figure in the Republick of 
Letters. Men are often ignorant; of their Talents, 
and, out of innate Modeſty, decline appearing in 
the Publick, whilſt your over- bearing Fellows, that 
have nothing in them but Impudence, boldly ſtrike 
at all, and by the only help of Dyche's Spelling- 
Bock, ſet up for Authors. 


For the Diſcouragement of Quacks, and to en- 


courage young Beginners in Writing, I ſhall here 
ſhew how the Knack of Writing may be arriv d at; 
and who are the propereſt Perſons to undertake 
that Province; what Talents are requir'd ; and 
ho they are to be us'd. I ſhall not here inter- 
meddle with the Poet, the Philoſopher, or the 
'T heologiſt, but confine myſelf. only to a Claſs of 
Authors, which have not, till of late, been of 
great Conſideration in tlie World, I mean, the 
 Hriters of Charatiers, | 5165 gg fo a6 4 

Hiſtorians are divided into ſeveral Claſſes. The 
Writers of general Hiſtory are of the firſt Form ; 
Biographers are next; the Authors of Memoirs 
are of the third Degree, from whence they deſcend 
to the Writers of Characters, which is the laſt 
and loweſt Claſs of the Hiſtorians. - 

The School of Hiſtorians is the World, and 
every one ſets up for a Maſter ; it's this that leads 
Men often into Miſtakes, and. occaſions their un- 
_ dertaking of Tasks to which they are uncqual: 
I have known a Fellow pretend to be an Author o 
the firſt Form, when, upon Examination, he was 
not worthy of a Place in the loweſt. | 
Men therefore ought carefully to examin their 
Talents before they expoſe them to the Public, 
Quautum Jaleut Humurr. 

Begin at the loweſt; and if you find you fuc- 
cced, go on; Exerciſe will give you Strength ; 
FA > 6 
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and when you find you have it, you may uſe" it as 
you pleaſe. The Bird of Fove ſoars diffident at 
firſt, but when he knows his Pinions Force, he 
ſoars aloft : Each Day attempts a more adven- 


turous Flight, and dares at laſt, to brave the 


Mid-day Sun. So ſhould it be with Hiſtorians; 
and this Method have I purſud, not from Diffi- 
dence of my own Performances, but that I might 
do things in Form; and fince I intend to ſet uf 

for an Hiſtorian, I have began at the loweſt Claſs; 
that of Writing of Characters, and I think I have 
acquitted my ſelf very well of the firſt Undertak- 


ing: The next Work ſhall be my own Memoirs; 


an extraordinary and diverting Piece; from thence 
] ſhall proceed in order, to write the Lives of the 


moſt illuſtrious Perſonages of the Age, Which will 
ſerve as an Introduction to my laſt Deſign, The 


general Hiſtory of the Times. 8 3 
In this learned Work, I intend to be more im- 


partial than my Lord Clarendon ; 1 ſhalt explain 
FACTION, and account for the Value of every 
Letter in that uſeful Word; I ſhall ſhew the true 
Motive of changing of Principles; why -Presby= 
terians turn High-Churchmen, and High-Churchmen 
Whigs 3 how Honours have been obtain'd'; and 


for what Ends Men of little or no Fortunes were 


made L——ds ; by what Steps F——» roſe to be 
rs, and made fo conſiderable Figures in the 
H ſe, as to become Fading Men. I ſhall not 
confine my ſelf to the publick Appearance of 
Things, but ſhall trace their Original in private; 


for which Reaſon, I ſhall follow the Orators from 


the Senate-Houſe to their private Cabals, and ſhew . 
how Speeches were firſt Pen'd, and from what 
Hand they receiv'd Amendments and Alterations. 
I ſhall, if I think proper, conſult Dr. Ferguſon 


about Plots; but my own Talent lying that way, 


I ſhall have the leſs Occaſion for Aſſiſtance or Help, 
1 2 In 
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in that important Point, In ſhort, there is nothing 
that I ſhall omit for the Embelliſhment of fo great 
and uſeful a Work; and I don't doubt but ] ſhall 
Furniſh the Publick with the moſt ſurprizing Hiſtory 
that ever appear d in the World. 

This to ſome, may ſeem a Digreſſion from a 
Digreſſion, and nothing to the Matter in Hand, 
the Thing propos'd, being to acquaint the Reader 
with the Qualifications requir'd in a Writer of 
Characters; but as the Productions before-men- 
tion'd, are the Conſequences of that kind of 
Writing, I thought it not improper to Tattie a 
little of my own Deſigns, as well to inform my 
Readers what they may expect from me, as to let 
thoſe worthy Gentlemen that ſucceed me in this 
preſent Province, know, what mighty Works may 
hereafter be undertaken by them, to the prodi- 
gious Emolument of the Publick. 1 


But to go on with my firſt Purpoſe. A Writer | 


e Charafters, is like a callow Bird, that, till he 


cComes to the Tryal, hardly knows that he has either 


Wings or Talons, though both are requiſite and ne- 
ceſſary, but more particularly the latter. A black 
or dark Complexion, is an admirable Index, for 
it's to be hop d, the Mind is of the ſame Hue. 
I he loves Miſchief better than his Meat; hates 
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The next Thing to be conſider' d, is the Subject 
and Matter, and though my laſt Performance is 
an admirable Model, yet there is ſomething more 
to be conſider d. The ancient Way of writing of 
Characters, was to find out ſome Perſon eminent 
either for his Actions, his Wit, his Learning, his 
piety or the like, and to expoſe theſe Qualifications 
to publick View. This made the Poſſeſſor gaz d 
at and admir d: But now the Manner is quite 
chang'd ; an eminent Perſon is ſtill, and ought to 
be the Subject; but then you muſt carefully avoid 
faying a Word of his ſhining Qualifications, ex- 
cept it be followed by a detracting Paragraph. 
Mix the Colours ſo, that there may be ſome ſeem- 
ing Reſemblance, but be ſure that the Reſem- 
blance is diſagreeable. As for Example, We 
* talk much of our General, and the mighty 
“ Feats he has done in War: It's true he has 
* beaten the Freych ; what then? It was his own. 
* Intereſt he was purſuing ; and, whilſt he beat 
* the Enemy, he ſacrificed his Country to his 
* Avarice. May not ſuch a Man, inſtead of the 
* Applauſes given him, with the Epithets of Great,

I was quite out, when 
ſaid the Engliſh Monarchy was limited; and I 
can now prove, that for ſeveral Years after the 
Conqueſt, Villainage was in Vogue. It was Henry 
the Seventh, who gave 'great Strength to the 
Liberty of the Commons, by permitting the 
Nobles to ſell their Eſtates. And Henry the Eighth 
ncreas'd both that, -and their Power, and their 
Riches, by the Alienation of Abby-Lands. By 
this means the Clergy, were thrown out of the 
dale; and, for ſome time after, had little or no 
Weight in the Ballance of Power. The Clergy 
have, ſince that*grown by Degrees into Power : 
And could the Abby-Laffs once more revert to 
e Church, or be at the Diſpoſal of the Sovereign, 
t would be a great Acceſſion to the Power of the 
frerogative, and be a Means of reducing the 
reople to their ancient State of Villainage.

The 
Queſtion was not, Whether a Man was Honeſt, 
Pious, or-Brave ; but whether a Whig or Tory. It's 
therefore that every Man has been, and ſtill is, 
oblig'd to declare himſelf either for one or the 
other : For a Medium cannot be allow'd, and a 
ſtare of Neutrality is abſolutely impoſſible ee 
% . ö arties 
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Parties are form'd, all Stragglers look ridiculous, 
and become inſignificant : So it's neceſſary, for 
their own Sakes, to run into the Herd, which will 
of courſe hide and protect them; and if once 
they are in, to be much Conſider'd, requires only 
ro be very Violent. aig ONLY 
© Noiſe and Impudence may eaſily paſs for Zeal; 
and a Fellow of no Principles, if he can but Talk 
much, may be a good Party-Man, and intitled to 
ſome degree of Preferment. But what ſurprizes 
me is, the Over-payment of Services ; and that 
naturally leads me into Fears, that on the Ballance 
there muſt appear a Deficiency when it's leaſt 
thought 6n. The Rewarding of Men according 
to their Works, is what every Man may reaſonably 
expect; but in Parties, Men are apt to believe 
themſelves of greater Conſideration, than they 
really are; and, like the Fly in the Fable, think 
they raiſe the Duſt, when they only ſtick to the 
Chariot Wheel. Such inconſiderable Triflers are 
of ſmall Uſe to the Party; but I make a vaſt 
Difference between them and the Men of Conſe- 
quence. An inrag'd Populace is of great Uſe in 
the Support of Parties. They are caſily fomented, 
but then they as eafily abate ; the great Manage- 
ment is in keeping up the Cry ; and thoſe Perſons 
who are the moſt dextrous in this, deſerve the 
moſt from the leading Men. Sophiſtry and Quib- 
Hing Wit, paſs eaſily on the Vulgar for Reaſon 
and Senſe ; Impudence and Lyes, go for Courage 
and Truth. And a Man of Learning, who can 
get over all Scruples of Conſeience, and proſti- 
tute his Honeſty, and Pen in the Service of the 
Men in Power, ought to be amply rewarded for 
his Pains.

or a Chriſtian, to treat ſuch Matters ſo lightly ? 
Is not this (like the Man in the Proverbs,) to ſeat- 
ter Firebrands, Arrows aud Death, and cry, Am 
“I not in Sport? | 5 

If any thing can be more impudent than this, 
it is the Aſſertion in the next Paragraph, that all 
theſe Writings are innocent, &c. The firſt Pamphlet 
in the Book was profeſſedly written to divert the 
Juſtice of the Nation from falling upon ſome great 
Men, who were impeach'd by the Houſe of Com- 
mons in the laſt Year of King William's Reign. 
If the Deſign of it had been to ſhew their Inno- 
cence, I could readily grant the Affirmation of 
theſe Authors; but it is palpably to charge the 
Repreſentatives of the Nation with Folly and In- 
juſtice, to prove that ſuch Proceedings would in 
the End be the Ruin of our Conſtitution, and that 
the Liberty of the Commons was a Way to intro- 
duce Tyranny, and deſtructive of the Rights of 
the People. But Opinions which are only Amuſe- 
ments, may be eaſily ſhifted ; therefore Fobn Bull 
is written : And is not this an innocent Pamphlet? 
Yes truly, for it only put the Nation into as great 
a Ferment as Dr. Sachewerel' s Sermon. Gentlemen- 
Prefacers, the Frogs in the Fable will tell you that 
this may be Sport to you, but it is Death to * 

In p. 14. it is ſaid of thoſe Writings, that © they 
are Ours. Whoſe in the Name of Wonder? Are 
they all the Doctor's and all the Squire's? for there 
is no Mark to diſtinguiſh one Author's from 
tother's through the whole Books. But it ſeems 
they are ſuch good Friends, that they are fatisfy'd 
to ſhare all the Blame as well as Praiſe of each 
other's Works. I am glad of this for two Reaſons ; 
firſt, becauſe whatever I have ſaid of either may 
ſerve for both, which is ſome Trouble ſaved; and,

' Dunctap: An eminent Bibliopole, well known 


for his thriving Genius, was deſirous to publiſh a 
correct Edition of a fam'd Britiſh Poet, and ap- 
plied to this Gentleman as the ableſt Hand, in 
his Opinion, that could do him Juſtice. Our 
Author, being thus applied to, nam'd a Sum, 
which he thought a reaſonable Preminm ; and, 
on that - Conſideration, undertook the Work. 
The Bookſeller immediately propos'd it by Sub- 

33” {cription, 
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ſcription, and raisd ſome Thouſands of Pounds 
for the ſame; I believe the Gentleman did not 
ſhare in the Profits of this extravagant Subſcrip- 
tion, yet this is no Excuſe for publiſning the Au- 
thor with ſo many Errors, and is no Satisfaction 
to the Subſcribers for that vaſt Price they paid 
for a bad Edition. 

As the World reſented the Impoſition, and 
were angry with the Man who had given the 
Sanction of his Name to ſuch an Abuſe, a diffe- 


rent Hand thought he had ſufficient Right to re- 


ſtore the Original Text, which, without invading 
any Property the Editors could claim, he per- 
form'd to the Satisfaction of the Publick, and ob- 
tain d a kind Reception, tho' unaſſiſted by any 
Subſcription. 

Our ingenious Author, on this Occaſion, 
thought fit to exert his uncommon III- nature; 
and having collected all the Rukbiſh of twenty 
Vears, the beſt Part whereof was none of his own, 
he inſerted the famous Satire I have mentioned, 
with ſome Lines expung'd, and others added, to 
expreſs his Indignation at the Man who had ſup- 
plied his Defects without his Reward, and faith- 
fully perform'd what himſelf undertook, and 
ought to have diſcharged. | | 

'The Reproach our Author made uſe of in this 
Caſe, was, that his opponent Rival had no Ge- 
nius ; a rare Objection, I confeſs, when his own 
exalred Self, with all his great Abilities, never 
diſcharg'd the Labour which gain'd his Opponent 
ſuch Credit ! | 

And it being impracticable to expoſe any Er- 
rors in that Work, he was extravagantly witty on 
ſome earlier Productions of his Antagoniſt; a

Poor Namby Pamby likewiſe 
was aſperſed, becauſe he had written much better 
Paſtorals than himſelf: And his Perſian Tales 
were cenſur d in the next Place, becauſe they were 
tranſlated for thirty Pence a Piece; —— a Crime 
indeed, that deſerves Reproach ; for it is not the

But the Hero of his Farce, was the Man who 
had incurr'd his eternal Vengeance, by doing Ju- 
ſtice to poor Shakeſpeare : Over him, and all the 
Brethren of the Quill, he triumph'd in heroick 
Rage; tho' I cannot but think he might have 
ſpard C—bb—r, for having ſhewn leſs Mercy 
to Shakeſpeare than. he himſelf 
He took an uncommon Delight in burleſquing 
the Dramatick Pieces of his Enemy, and was un- 
merciful in his Uſage to abundance of Poets and 
Poems; but his own Plays and Farces would have 
adorned the Dunciad much more gracefully, for 
he had neither Genius for Tragedy or Comedy;

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and when he had laid aſide his inimitable Jingle 
of Rhimes, he wanted Spirit, Taſte, and Senſe, 
as much as any Man whatever. . 

The Model of his Poem ſeems copied from 
Mack-Fleckno, and the Diſpenſary; but is as diffe- 
rent from Dryden, if compar'd with that pointed 


Satire, as it is below the admir'd and elegant Re- 
flections, which are the Beauties of Garth. The 


ſmooth Numbers of the Dunciad are all that re- 
commend it, nor has it any other Merit. 

It is, thro' the Whole, a mercileſs Satire on Po- 
verty, the Hunger, the Neceſſity and Diſtreſs of 


particular Men ; the Miſeries which ſhould move 


a juſt and tender Compaſſion, are there turn'd in- 
to Ridicule | Supperleſs Bards, Books unpawn'd, 


unpaid Taylors, &c. are the choice Flowers of our 
Poet. You have not one Moral to guide the Pur- 
ſuits of Virtue, nor one Inſtruction of uſeful Sci- 


ence. He reproaches his Enemies as poor and 


dull; and to prove them poor, he aſſerts they are 
dull; and to prove them dull, he aſſerts they are 
poor. Such Stuff as this, and no other, is the | 


'Tenor of his Argument ; and the moſt of his Re- 


flections are ſhocking and diſhonourable to human 


Nature. ihe 
Nor has he preſerved common Decency in his 

Poem; O — re and U —e, and ſuch like Figures, 

are plentifully interſpers'd with equal Variety and 


Abſurdity. 


Whereas in every Poem there ought to be a 
Moral, a Leſſon of Inſtruction that runs thro all 
the Scenes, and animates the whole Story. Dry- 
den and Garth are as fruitful of juſt Reflection as of 
fine Images; nor have they any poetical Grace, but 
what adorns and illuſtrates a moral Sentiment. 

And, in every Satire, no Action ſhould be cen- 


ſur'd, burleſqu'd, or ridicul'd, but what is in the 


Nature of Things eſſentially wrong. Juvenal,

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Perſius, and the nobleſt Wits of the Latin Poets, 
always ſtigmatiz d Avarice and Oſtentation; and 
thought the Contempt of Poverty, or Cruelty 
ſhewn to Miſery, the moſt crying Evils of their 
Times. : 

"Tis the Glory of a refin'd Underſtanding, and 
inſeparable from it, to inſpire generous Virtues, 
and benevolent Qualities.

Ut propriùs ſpectes lacrimoſa Poemata Pupi. 


Some of the old Commentators, indeed, tell us, 
that this Pupius was a Writer of very pathetick 
Tragedies ; but we are to take this on their ſingle 
Authority. Vo/fius, IJ am ſure, has noduch Name 
in his Lift of Latin Poets: We muſt therefore 
help ourſelves out by the various Readings. Some 
of the old Copies have it, 


Lacrimoſa Poemata Puppi. 


We ſhall be as much at a Loſs to inquire after this 
obſcure Puppius : But I hope to prove, beyond 
all Exception, that the genuine Reading of Horace 
was, 5 


— Lacrimoſa Poemata Pope, 


That is, the diſmal Poems of Popa, or Pope, as 
we ſhould ſtile him in our Language. Now that 


there 
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there was ſuch a Scribler as Popa, is plain from 
ſeveral Characteriſticks that are ſtill remaining of 
him. The Learned ſeem of Opinion, that this 


was an adopted Name, conferr'd to throw an Odium 
on him: For ſuch was his Temper, that tho he 


had ſome Pretenſions to the Lawrel, his chief 


Pleafure was to knock down the Reputation of his 


Fellow Writers ; as the Pope, among the Romans, 


were thoſe little Drudges who were Iudicrouſly 
wn'd with Lawrel, yet whoſe whole Employ- 
ment was to butcher and cut up Victims. Thus 


ſome of the Grammarians are pleaſed to account 


for his Name ; but, as he was very low of Sta- 


ture, I rather think he was call'd Popa, becauſe 


the old Latins thereby underſtood an Excreſcence, 
or riſing Wart. We have very particular Teſti- 
monies, however, of his valuing himſelf on the 
Opinion of his Height, and it was impoſſible to 
beat him out of this Conceit ; for he would think 
himſelf able to wear the Armour of Achilles, after 
having once ſeen the Projection of his Shadow in a 
Summer Evening. Again, this Popa is ſtigmatiz'd 
to Poſterity for his Paffion to worldly Lucre ; and 
to this ſervile Quality Propertius plainly alludes ;

See, Pope with puffing Ardour frains, 
And ſnuffs the Scent of growing Gains. 


It has given the Criticks much Labour to ſiſt 


why Propertius ſhould ſpeak of him in the Plu- 


ral Number; but this carries a conceal'd Sar- 
caſm: For it was a common Practice with this 
Author to undertake great. Works, and get the 
main Part perform'd by his Aſitants. Propertius, 


therefore,

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therefore, ſpeaks of him plurally, as the unc lean 


Spirit in the Goſpel calls himſelf Legion, becauſe 
they were many. We find likewiſe, that he was 
_ perpetually -popping out little Squibs of Wit, 


which may ſerve to explain the crebrum Popyſina 


of Juvenal: But he was ſo much addicted to 
Scurrility, to calling Bioc head, Scoundrel, Dunce, 
&c. that he provok'd a general Indignation againſt 
him, and an Opinion that what he thought to 
be Humour, was, at beſt, dull and ſplenetick 


Slander. Martial was ſo much exaſperared at his 


Faculty of /quirting out Abuſes, that he ſeems to 
believe no-body could be diverted with them.

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This pious Author ſeems to have taken his Hint, 
f not from the celebrated Hiſtory of Tom Thumb, 
from the Author who a few Years ago obliged the 
World with the Travels of Robinſon Cruſo. What 
the former {aid was in Nature, and, by the No- 
velty of the Adventures, reaſonably excited the 
Reader's Curioſity ; whereas the Doctor has no- 
thing in his Tale ſo credible as Fortunatus's Cap, the 
Lancaſhire Witches Broomſtick, or Archdeacon 
Echard's Story of Oliver Cromwel and the Devil. 
'The World in the Moon ſeems much more to be 
a Part of our World, as it has been deſcribed to 
us, than any of Gulliuer's Worlds. The Author 
of Cruſo interſperſes here and there ſome Sentiments 
of Piety in his Work; in the Doctor's there is 


not one but what is brought in rather to be laugh'd 


at than inculcated. Cruſo, does nothing but what 

might be done by a rational Creature in the like 

Circumſtances : Gulliver goes mad after Fairies, 

Giants, Horſes; and gets nothing Abroad but a 
mortal Hatred to his wedded Wife, whom he 

leaves, in Breach of his matrimonial Vow, and 
runs away with a Mare. Something of that 

Kind happen'd once in Ireland, and a much greater
